2. Fire underwriting and volun¬ 
tary fire brigade 

3. Inspections.

GOOD WILL DAY 

May 18, has been set aside as International Good Will 
Day. On that day through the school of many nations, 
there will be special study made of the customs and hab¬ 
its of children of other lands. 

It is not expected that the special observance of this 
one day of the year, will translonm children from mili¬ 
tants to peace lovers. Hut it is at least, one day set 
asiue for the purpose and if it has any miluence at all, 
will tend to a belter understanding and sympathy with 
youth of other lands. 

Service clubs, and adult organizations also are interested 
in the movement and are giving it pupport in some prac¬ 
tical form. The definite intent is to set all minds think¬ 
ing in terms of universal peace. 

So far as children are concerned, teachers as usual, are 
expected to arrange the program.' Little mention has 
been made of devoting that day to a practice of interna¬ 
tional goodwill in the homes, but there are plenty of op¬ 
portunities to carry out the same spirit in home conversa¬ 
tion. 1 

In our ow'n town, there are few so-called “foreigners.’ 
In the schools the new Canadians blend with harmony 
and understanding with the native Canadians. There are 
no hostilities and no divisions. In this attitude, it is cer¬ 
tain that the teachers have had no small influence. 

In fact so far as the teachers may accomplish it, their 
teachings day in and day out are toward international 
goodwill. There is a tendency also to magnify the peace 
time accomplishments of nations and men, and great con¬ 
structive achievements. This does not minimize the deeds 
of war heroes, but tends to adjust matters- in relative 
importance. 

In some of the rooms of the local schools, one or wi 
“New Canadian” mothers is occasionally invited to give a 
. little talk to the children on the customs of her native 
country, and this has proved of great interest to-the 
young listeners. 

There is no question as to whether or not teachers are 
doing their .part in inculcating a spirit of understanding 
and respect for other countries and their viewpoints. 

It is to b§ hoped that homes are doing as much.

“We are on the eve of prosperity” say some. “We are 
not over the worst,” say others. Which are we to be¬ 
lieve I 1 Those*in the forefront of national business sound 
a cheerful note, and they are in much better position to 
judge of the future, than those of us whose orbit of circu¬ 
lation is small. They see international tendencies and 
possibilities that are likely to start a circulation which 
most of us may not feel some time. 

Whenever the turn comes, it will bring no spectacular 
revolution. It will not be necessary ovCrnigiit 'to dc/ible I 
the working staff. There may be the customary ebb ana 
flaw of activity that will nevertheless eventually lead to 
a higher steady average. But it will take time. 

Many businesses are only no\v feeling a real reaction of 
the eighteen months of so-called depression, through 
which the world has travelled. ^To many, depression‘has 
been largely a subject of conversation, and the cloud un¬ 
der which we have moved has'been largely mental. 

To others, the past year has been a-tr ying, worrying 
time, calling for endurance and self-denial. It has been a 
grim battle, which may not yet be fought out. 

"However, there are occasional rays of sunshine which 
indicate that, so far as this wheat and cattle country is 
concerned, times may be improving. There is the hope 
held out by Hon. Robt. Weir, that the English Co-opera¬ 
tive Wholesale may interest itself in facilities for trans¬ 
porting our dressed beef to England. He also suggested 
a plan of benefit to wheat growers which the government 
is about to announce. Added to that, are world reduc¬ 
tions in wheat acreage and the tangible hope of rising 
prices. 

We have had abundant evidence in recreational and - 
philanthropic activities, that there is no shortage of moil- I 
ey locally. Businessmen have had some busy days of 
late, and though business locally has suffered seriously i 
through dull times, this has been quite as much through 
careless out-of-town shopping and lack of town loyalty, 
as through diminution in the spending resources of the 
public. 

There has been no lack of money in the countryside, but 
it'has not always been turned into channels where it will 
prove of most general benefit.

Valley and district see a large number of outside sales¬ 
men and salesladies come into into our territory. Chief 
among them are insurant^ agents, clothing agents, car 
salesmen, hardware suldf^cn, pedlars of every descrip¬ 
tion. 

■'These two days in the month are tile only days on 
which we are pestered with their attentions. They are ol 
no benefit to our towns. They spend nothing, pay no tax¬ 
es lor the town’s upkeep. __ > 

“Each town in our district has clothing stores, insur¬ 
ance agents and business men doing business ill every 
line which is covered by these outside canvassers. The 
men of the district pay taxes for the town's improvement, 
pay school taxes and are of general benefit to the com¬ 
munity. 

“Ol course we cannot be too hard on the patronizers of 
these ’payday sharks' because these businessmen of ours 
go elsewhere and 'take in their picture shows, have their 
insurance agents come down from the city, won’t patron¬ 
ize home entertainment because it is not good enough for 
them, and when they want an article often make a trip 
elsewhere to purchase it. 

“The towns that are shining spots on the map, are the 
ones whose entire citizenship work toward that end. Ev-' 
ery dollar invested in the home town means a dollar en¬ 
listed in the service of the town.” 

There is no doubt that every town would be very much 
-better - off a nd ver y much happier, if a larger loyalty were 
exercised in buying at home. 

Even in towns less exposed to exploiters that the salar¬ 
ied Valley towns, there are numberless agents, perpetu¬ 
ally canvassing, inducing people to buy goods which they, 
might buy with a cleaner conscience in the shops of their 
own town.

It is a perennial complaint ofYarmers that they are up 
against a deadly handicap of price setting. They cannot 
set the price on any of their commodities for sale, but 
Have, to take what is offered by some official who tells 
them the quality or grade of their product and sets his 
price, take it or leave it. 

This is ail true, but to some extent it is the fault of the 
farmer himself. Marketing, it has been said, is no small 
part of what a farmer should know. He should himself 
lie familiar with grades and qualities, with prices and 
the different range of markets. Normally, he has some 
definite basis of security if he knows for a certainty the 
standard of products which leave his farm. Otherwise he 
is fair game for dealers who are often quick to take ad¬ 
vantage of his ignorance. . 

Tort often a farmer just “raises hogs” without any 
knowledge as-to whether these are the paying bacon type 
or a low grade product. When lie is ready to market

The children who preserve the trees the shrubs and the 
flowers, planted by themselves or others are builders of 
beauty which will endure for long generations. By con¬ 
serving every growirg thing they are making the prairie 
beautiful. By destroying growing thing they are stealing 
not only from the pres* . t, but also from ; he future.

E. D. Adams, president of the Al¬ 
berta Horse breeders’ Association re¬ 
ports that in 1930, there were 157 
Percheron stallion registered in the 
province, 91 Clydesdales, 57 Belgians, 
23 thoroughbred, 23 Shires. 

In 1924 there were 509 registered 
stallions to the farmer and 346 in 
1930. 

He gave the opinion that more hor 
ses will be used in the three Western 
Provinces during the next few years 
than formerly. 

In 1929, 23,162 head were.shipped 
out of the province, and in 1930 the 
shipment fell slightly. In 1930 there 
were 20,376 horses sent out—979 to 
the West, 16,093 to the East, and 
3,304 to the United States. 

There are plenty of horses suitable 
for farm work in the province, bat, 
many are getting old, and with 
steady shipments being sent outside 
the province, there should be a cer¬ 
tain amount of breeding kept up 
through the province.

Every river of the 
pre-Cambrian shield drops about a 
cliousand lent to the sea oilering lim¬ 
itless power in electrical energy for 
me operation of industries. Only the 
merest traction of this power has 
oeen touched. 


If conservation measures, which 
nave been provided by the provincial 
government in a recent order-in¬ 
council, are strictly enforced, the life 
of Turner Valley, as a gas supply 
source for local consumption, will be 
extended very materially, but if the 
present wastage is allowed to go on, 
the field will play out within the next 
two and a half years, Ralph Davis, 
gas expert of Pittsburgh, Pa., stated 
at the Calgary gas rates hearing. 

As a means of conserving the gas 
supply, Mr. Davis endorsed'the action 
of the government in cutting down 
the flow to 40 per cent, and he also 
approved of the action of the gas 
company in repressuring the Bow 1 st 
land field. - ’ , 

He said that from an original rock 
pressure of -1,200 pounds to the 
square inch, the pressure in Turner 
v alley has been dropping to the e.x- 
leht of one a »d one third pounds per 
day, and if this drop in pressure con¬ 
tinued, it would reach zero within the 
next three years. 

Mr. Davis stated that on a previous 
visit to Alberta he hail estimated the 
original gas reserve of Turner Valley 
at oOO,000,000,000 cubic feet. Cp to 
the present, he saiil, approximately 
obO, 000,000,000 cubic feet had been 
drawn from the field.

The British dole system, originally 
commenced as a contributory unem¬ 
ployment insurance plan, has grad¬ 
ually come to be something far dif¬ 
ferent. It is now called a dole, be¬ 
cause the contributions are no long¬ 
er equal to the demands on the-fund 
and it must borrow from the public 
treasury. 

At one time the fund had a surplus 
of $107,000,000. In 1930, the treas¬ 
ury advances to the fund amounted 
to $212,692,365. 

In 1929 the average weekly number 
to whom payments were made was 
964,000. They received an average 
weekly benefit of $4.32 each. The 
regular receipts of the fund were 
i'219,102,906 but costs of administra¬ 
tion brought expenditure to $249,031-

FREIGHT AID 


There is something very stimulat¬ 
ing and encouraging in the report 
drought back by the president of'the 
Calgary Board of Trade, Allan C. 
Eraser, after an extended tour 
through the southern districts of Al¬ 
berta. He found that spring seeding 
is proceeding vigorously and that far¬ 
mers are not pessimistic. There is 
little disposition discernible to blame 
everything on the governments of the 
day and trust to official relief to tide 
them over, instead, they are evident¬ 
ly determined to work out their own 
salvation during the present bad 
limes. 

It is well that the country should 
be reminded of the fact that sturdy 
pioneer spirit which developed the 
great west under often discouraging 
circumstances, is still in evidence, 
and that the people of the prairies 
are prepared to carry on and make 
the best of present conditions. 

The prairie provinces are no.t peo¬ 
pled with incompetents and weaklings 
Farmers are adjusting themselves 
steadily to a period of trying times, 
created as lar as they are concerned 
by a sudden debacle in the world’s 
wheat market. Conditions are bound 
to improve, commodity prices are not 
likely to cling to their present record 
low levels much longer. But as long 
as they do, courage and determina¬ 
tion are two much needed qualities to 
meet the situation. It is encouraging 
to learn that they are to be found in 
Southern Alberta.—Calgary Herald. 


TO STOCKMEN 


Large scale unemployment has 
been a continuous feature of eco¬ 
nomic life since the World War, bring 
ing about the dole in place of the 
original unemployment insurance 
system. 

As originally conceived it included 
all who worked for hire except those 
in agriculture and domestic service, 
and also the non manual workers 
getting more than $1217 per year. 

Weekly contributions to the fund 
varied with age and sex, but an av¬ 
erage male worker would give 14.2 
cents per week. His employer con¬ 
tributed 16.2 cents and the exchequer 
contributed 15.2 making a total of 
15.6 cents. 

Under the act, any person may 
claim out of work benefit after six 
Hays of unemployment, providing 
that in the two years previous the 
applicant has made thirty contribu¬ 
tions to the insurance fund. The 
weekly benefit in an an average male 
case would be $4.14. 

To secure the benefits the unem¬ 
ployed worker, must register at an 
official employment exchange and re¬ 
port there every day until work is 
found him. If offered suitable work 
he must accept it or forfeit the dole. 


In order to encourage the breeding 
.agriculture will pay freight charges 
of purebred livestock in Western 
Canada the'Dominion department of 
on purebred cattle bought from 
breeders and farmers in Canada and 
shipped to points in the West, Hon. 
Robert Weir, minister of agriculture 
announced today. Freight will be 
paid on carload shipments only , when 
conditions laid down by the livestock 
branch are conformed to. 

Cattle purchased must conform to 
certain health requirements. They 
must be from herds which have pass¬ 
ed two consecutive clean tuberculin 
tests and must pass a blood test for 
infectious abortion. All selections 
have to be approved by a represents-, 
live of the department of agriculture, 
as to type and quality. iw 

In order to qualify under the 
scheme, cattle purchased must have 
been proved in a record of perfor¬ 
mance, be out of a dam qualified in 
the record of performance, sired by 
an advanced registry, selective regis¬ 
try on record performance ubll, or 
sired by a bull out of a cow qualified 
in the record of performance. . 

Purchases may be made by a farm¬ 
er purchaser from the prairie provin¬ 
ces on his own behalf or on behalf of 
himself and other farmers in his own 
district. In addition to the freight 
charges, the department will pay the 
railway fare of the purchaser from 
•the point of shipment to the point of 
destination and will pay the wages 
and railway fare of an attendant.

WEIR SPEAKS ON 
WHAT HE HAS DONE 


Robt. Weir Summarizes What Has 
Been Attempted, and Will be Done 


of the TRADERS’ 
SPECIAL OFFERS! 


Possibly no Cabinet Minister of the 
present government has commended 
nimself so thoroughly to the West 
than Hon. Robt. Weir, Minister of 
Agriculture. When he made his 
maiden speech in Parliament last 
week it was revealed that he had nev 
er niade a political speech since last 
June and had attended only one po¬ 
litical meeting since the war, and was 
without ,any strong political ties. 

In speaking of matters already at¬ 
tempted or accomplished he describ¬ 
ed negotiations carried on to enable 
iVestern farmers to obtain banking 
credit. Relief in the way of financial 
help for farmers had been discussed 
with the prairie premiers, and a gen¬ 
erous offer of assistance- has been 
made by the Dominion Government 
which will be made public shortly and 
wilt be regarded no doubt favorably. 

The test shipments of cattle sent 
to Britain had been the best adver¬ 
tisement Canadian livestock could 
nave. In most cases they had brought 
about $3 a head higher than in Can¬ 
ada, had stabilized local markets and 
had resulted in. local cattle prices ris¬ 
ing slightly. Through arrangements 
with railways, freight rates for cattle 
between range and feed lots have 
been cut in town. 

Continuous experiments have been 
made to learn the value of wheat and 
barley when sold through livestock. 
By feeding to cattle, wheat can be 
valued at about $1.15 per bushel and 
barley at 83c. This has encouraged 
wheat farmers in finishing cattle. 

Canada will probably be on the ex¬ 
port butter market in a month. 

Canada had so far not produced 
enough select bacon to compete ser¬ 
iously with Denmark. To raise the 
quality of Canadian bacon he had pro 
vided high quality brood sows as 
cheaply as possible. A similar policy 
promotes better blood stock. 

At the government’? invitation, the 
British co-operative representatives 
had travelled through Canada, to look 
over livestock prospects, with a view 
to the establishment of a pork pack¬ 
ing industry in Western Canada. Re¬ 
sults can not yet be announced.

ing Would Solve Alberta’s Worries 


Noble Ranch at Nobleford Experi¬ 
menting in Cost Reduction 


A colleague of the Hon. G. Howard 
rerguson in ihe empire’s capital, 
Granville* Kyrie, high commissioner 
lot Australia, is a figure about which 
comparatively little is known in Can¬ 
ada. Vet he is one oi the best loved 
men in. our sister dominion, and one 
ot the kindliest.^ 

He cherishes a great love for the 
country he represents in London, and 
one ot his tuvorite stories is of one 
of the bushmen of his land. 

'It happened a few years after, the 
great war. In the'struggle he had 
led the second Australian light horse 
brigade in Palestine and Egypt, and 
once in talking to this bushman he 
mentioned that, among other places 
of interest which lie had visited dur¬ 
ing the grim years from 1914 to 1918 
ne had been in Bethlehem. 

The bushman paused for a moment 
then, “Bless me!” he said slowly, 
scratching his head, “I always 
thought Bethlehem was in heaven!” 


Wheat seeding is being carried on 
at the Noble farm at the rate of 200 
acres a day. There are 3000 acres to 
go in wheat. 

Mr. Noble, his two sons with five 
hired men are doing the work. One 
large tractor hauls four drills and 
four packers. It goes day and night. 
Every time it moves down the field it 
sows a strip forty-five feet wide. 

Four small tractors , prepare the 
summerfallow ahead of the drills, 
clearing of weeds and making the 
seed hftd. This has been done with 
one way discs, and rotary .rod weed- 
er. This year more than half the 
acreage will carry triple super phos¬ 
phate in different quantities. 


An Alberta economist writing in 
the Calgary Her ild, brings home in 
painstaking figures, ihe ditterent con¬ 
ditions wiuch would prevail if people 
could be persyaded to buy Alberta 
goods. 

If each individual took the slogan 
seriously tne unemployment condi¬ 
tions winch people pretend to deplore 
euuid lie done away with definitely 
and decisively, and incidentally, ev¬ 
eryone would benefit. 

The writer instances with sugar: 
I here are lilty-iour million pounds oi 
sugar consumed annually in Alberta 
—not including candies, etc. The 
llajmond factory produced 24 million, 
but if the whole 54 million pounds 
used were Alberta made, it would 
•mean 1800 farmers working 30,000 
acres, receiving $1,680,000 for their 
best clop; 4900 workers would be hir¬ 
ed during the season; 60,000 extra 
tons of' coal would be needed, 1200 
ton s of coke made; 12,000 tons at 
lime rock required and 4000 lbs. of 
tallow ; 12,000 gallons of gas and 

greases would be needed; $5000 addi¬ 
tional electric power; $8000 worth of 
printing; $10,000 in pipe fittings, 
belting and lacing; $45,000 worth of 
casting. In addition there would be 
100,000 sacks; $45,000 in screens and 
machine parts; $8000 for acids and 
chemicals; railway companies would 
get $560,000 more in freight and ex¬ 
press. Altogether there would be a 
grand total of $3,012,500 made and 
spread within total of $3,012,500 
would be turned over twelve times in 
a year which .would bring it into the 
lives of a great many people. 

Another example given, indicates 
how closely the coalmining industry 
is interwoven with the welfare of the 
farmers and others. 

If the coal mining districts were 
running normally, they would mean 
to the farmers of Alberta, twelve mil¬ 
lion eggs, 25,000 fowls, 5600 cows to 
produce 840,000 pounds of butter; 
5000 beef cattle, 8,500 hogs; 300,000 
bushels wheat in the form of flour; 
18,000* tons of hay; 160,000 bushels 
oats, $450,000 worth of vegetables, 
fruits and honey; timber of all 
sorts $280,000. 

If the coal mining industry were 
piore prosperous, the farm industry 
would immediately be helped. So, 
w ould wool and' knit goods and all 
their industries in the province or in 
Canadat 

If people realized that the problem 
of unemployment was an individual 
burden w'hich could be altered only 
through individual effort, they 
would give more care to their pur¬ 
chases.

One thousand horses a month may 
be shipped from Western Canada prin 
cipally Alberta, if the experimental 
shipment of 250 head from the Mon- 
t real district has satisfactory results.

They have found that there is a 
large source of supply but will with¬ 
hold orders until they have reports 
on the Montreal shipment. It is ex¬ 
pected that they will return about 
the first of June. The horses will be 
used for'^f^od purposes. The experi¬ 
mental shipment and the possibility 
of further business have come about 
as' a result of the action of the fed¬ 
eral department of agriculture. 


Amongst new petroleum and gas 
regulations are those, which set the 
minimum area for development at 
i do acres instead of 20 and protect 
surface rights. the latter provides 
mat no lessee may enter on any 
mud until satislactory arrangements 
nave been made, either by mutual 
consent or through arbitration pro- 
ceedilfgs.

Use of water flush drills is prohi¬ 
bited except under prescribed terms. 

It is considered that the new regu¬ 
lations have embodied the best of the 
Dominion regulations and have added 
other restrictions to meet the local 
conditions.

And 
thereupon almost every one flips a 
tew grains over her left shoulder to 
appease the gods. 

it is an odd superstition connected 
with salt, but the pages of literature 
carry frequent allusions to salt. 

“Ye are the salt of the earth” is 
the most familiar, but there are many 
others, both in the Bible and other 
writings. 

' Caesar suggests that in order to 
snow a friend, one must eat many 
measures of salt with him. 

In olden days the position of the 
uonor guest was determined by the 
salt cellar. If he were placed above 
it, his hostess conferred great honor. 
Pagans believed salt was redemptive 
and used it to ward off ill fortune. 
Phe Greeks and Romans mixed salt 
with flour and offered it to appease 
'the gods. 

Salt betokens hospitality in Orien¬ 
tal countries and Mexico. Today old¬ 
er Jewish people show hospitality by 
dipping bread in salt, and sharing it 
with the stranger. 

Judas in the Da Vinice picture of 
the Last Supper is portrayed over¬ 
turning the salt. 

In the' ancient customs is the basis 
for many good health rules, that we 
follow blindly. 

The Persians' insisted that the 
world was hatched from an egg. The 
early Christians consider that egg 
signified new life. 

In parts of Russia the mother-in- 
law olfers the bridegroom an omelet 
as token of respect. 

Finland times the boiling of an egg 
with a chant, while in Scotland the 
first egg laid by a young hen is used 
in Halloween celebrations. 

English peasantry thinks that un¬ 
less a hen is set on tl or 13 eggs, her 
brood will be lost. They, believe eggs 
must be gathered in forenoons and 
never on Sunday. A liquor cure 
amongst these people is to break the 
egg of an owl and put it into the cup 
of a drunkard. 

It has been a winding path 
through these superstitutions to the' 
present scientific knowledge that 
though eggs contain minerals needed 
by "the body, they are actual poison 
to some people. 

There are interesting traditions 
about bread, dating from the founder 
cf ancient Athens, who made it obli¬ 
gatory to offer little loaves of bread 
to the gods. 

Shrove Tuesday was a feast day 
preceding Lent and on that day a 
bell was rung as a sign to people to 
start frying pancakes. These were 
first ancestors of Hot Cross Buns. 

Oatmeal porridge was the Lenten 
food of the Scotch, 
v^lhe Greeks supposed that lettuce 
induced slumber. Watercress sharp¬ 
ened their wits and olives strength¬ 
ened the memory and the oil cured 
diseases. 

The history of cookery has been a 
moralizing agent through the centur¬ 
ies, which has increased the happi¬ 
ness of mankind.

NEW SHIPMENTS 

TO BE MADE 


Space Has Been Secured on Manches¬ 
ter Steamships for Shipments This 
Month 

According to Mr. Jack Byers, man¬ 
ager of the Council of Western Beef 
Producers, further shipments of Al¬ 
berta beef cattle will leave' shortly 
for the British market. 

Accommodation has been secured 
on two boats for these shipments, 
j which however, represent only a 
small proportion of that necessary to 
I move the cattle at present ready-for- 
; export and which would be in demand 
; at the Old Country market.

Railway Lines Face 

Grave Disabilities 

In Truck Competition 


The reduction in services, which 
the transcontinental railways have 
been obliged to make, particularly 
on branch lines, calls attention to the 
grave, disabilities under which the 
railways have functioned during re¬ 
cent years. 

The most potent threat to the rail¬ 
roads is that lound in the form of 
motor transportation. The term “sub¬ 
sidized” has been used in connection 
with this transportation. This no 
doubt refers to their use of govern¬ 
ment built and maitnained highways, 
and their unlimited unregulated, com¬ 
petitive practices as opposed to the 
governmental regulations and restric¬ 
tions which handicap the railways. 

Under labor regulations, eight 
nours is a working day, for men 
nauling goods or persojis by rail, 
while the working day of a bus or 
truck driver is limited only by his 
“physical endurance. 

the'law prescribes the number ol 
men who must be in every train, but 
it leaves trains of motor buses free 
from such regulations, though with 
modern speed, weight and size ot 
trucks as we know them today, ming¬ 
ling with and weaving in and out oi 
the private auto traffic for which the 
Highways were primarily built, the 
necessity for similar regulations even 
more imperative. In effect rates ol 
pay for railway employees are fixed 
oy federal practice under federal law 
whereas tne truck competitors are 
leit lree to hire help at any price, 
which creates an unequal situation. 

Railroads are compelled td " serve 
all alike, handling every kind of traf¬ 
fic tendered. Trucks and busses may 
discriminate at their pleasure choos¬ 
ing the profitable, leaving the un¬ 
profitable. 

Railways must give service in good 
weather and bad. Trucks and busses 
may come and go as they pclase, 
skimming the.cream pf the profitable 
ousiness. They may not, if they 
choose, operate in bad weather. 

Railroads must not discriminate be¬ 
tween shippers. Trucks may discrim¬ 
inate, making curbstone rates for 
trade and tonnage where they find it 
desirable. 

Railroads must spend hundreds of 
thousands publishing tariffs of rates 
and they must not deviate from these 
even to meet competition. Trucks 
know no tariffs, no rules relating to 
rates, may discriminate as between 
shippers and between communities; 
.ire unrestrained by any interstate 
commerce act; have no supervision of 
fines or maintenance of routes. They 
nave no fixed charge for investment 
in roadways. They need account to 
no one'in public authority. 

These are some of the crippling re¬ 
straints upon railroad management, 
compared with the freedom of trans¬ 
portation by motor vehicles on public 
highways.- 

STARTLING FACTS 
AT GAS COMPANY 

Lethbridge Herald in Editorial Com¬ 
ment Sees Every Reason for Cla¬ 
mor Against Waste Gas 


Some startling facts have been 
brought out- at the gas rate hearing 
being held in Calgary where Leth¬ 
bridge and Calgary are appealing to 
the Board of Public Utility Commis¬ 
sioners for a lower rate on this com¬ 
modity. Giving evidence on Tuesday 
Stanley, Davies, an Alberta geologist, 
stated that some of the Turner Val¬ 
ley wells are now putting from 300,. 
000 to 400,000 cubic feet of gas 
through the separators in order to 
obtain a barrel of naptha. 

Reduced to terms which all can un¬ 
derstand, this means that gas for 
which a Lethbridge householder 
would pay, at the 34-cent rate, more 
than $100, is being burned off in the 
air in order to secure naptha of the 
value of- four or five dollars. 

No wonder there is a public clamor 
that the wasting of Alberta’s tremen¬ 
dous gas resources should be stop¬ 
ped. The wonder is that it had not 
been stopped long ago. No, country 
can afford to dissipate its wealth in 
such manner. 

Mr. Davies makes the suggestion 
that no well whose gas is not wet 
enough to make a barrel out of 70,- 
000 cubic feet should be allowed to 
flow. Even then, in order to obtain 
$4. worth of oil, gqs is burned and 
wasted which is valued at retail, at 
nearly $25. 

The suggestion is made that sands 
in the Turner Valley field should be 
re.pressured with gas now going to 
waste. The suggestion is a good one, 
but it will be rather startling to Al- 
bcran8 to know that sands in the 
famous field have become so depleted 
that it is possible even to suggest 
that such a course be taken. What 
else could be expected, however, when 
a*- much gas has been wasted in four 
day s in the Valley as has been repres 
sui I by the Canad n Western I'n- 
lul.al Gas, Light, Heat & Power t o. 
in Ihe Row Island field after a ye ir 
of work.

AMERICAN WOMEN 
DISLIKE RUSSIA 


Warn Friends Not to Accompany En¬ 
gineering Husbands to That Country 

The wife of an American engineer 
recently returned to New York, has 
warned American wives in no uncer¬ 
tain terms not to go to Russia. She" 
said that American women are not 
welcoVned as their perpetual de¬ 
mand^ and dissatisfactions rouse dis¬ 
content amongst Russians. 

Formerly, wives of American ex_, 
perts were not required to stand in 
line for their provisions, but a recent 
rule has required that they must sub¬ 
mit in this regard to the Russian rul¬ 
ings. 

“It costs us from $200 to $300 a 
month to get the best necessities. 
Butter ran from $1.50 to $10 a pound 
and eggs cost 50 to 70 cents apiece 
—when you could get them. Meat 
was cheap enough but full of,worms. 
Toward the last we couldn’t get 
white flour, but»a mixture of white 
and black. It was peculiar stuff. The 
bread was nearly always half raw in 
the middle of the loaf. 

“We used to get a little less than 
a pint of milk a day, but we had to 
buy the food for the cow. We used to 
get a few geese, too by paying for 
their food while they were being 
raised. There was no fresh fruit 
save a few very poor apples in the 
summer, and no fresh vegetables ex¬ 
cept some soft, mushy tomatoes and 
a few pale, lemon-colored carrots.”

CUT WORM BAIT 

MADE TASTY 


In case cutworms are found in the 
gardens, the folowing is given as 
“cut worm bait.” A mixture of 20 
pounds shorts and bran (half and 
half), half pound paris green, 1 quart 
molasses in about 2 gallons of water 
.should be prepared. The mill stuff 
and paris green should be mixed be¬ 
fore adding the liquid. In handling 
the dry paris preen the worker 
should be careful not to inhale the 
poison—either he should work in 
the open or a muslin guard kept ov¬ 
er his mouth and nostrils. 

The bait when mixed should be 
nice, crumbly and should be sifted 
thinly along the rows just about 
sundown. The cutworm feeds at 
night and the bait should be applied 
in the evening so it will not dry out 
before it is consumed. If this bait 
is well prepared and properly applied 
it will be preferred to vegetation.— 
Beaverlodge Station.
